The McCullough farm at Gurnee was 
the scene of the first case and at that 
time sixty cows were killed.

The rapidity with which the hoof and 
mouth disease in cattle can spread is 
.plainly evident in the section east of 
Waterford, where the first case was 
discovered in Racine county, Wis., bays 
the Burlington Standard Democrat. 

When the first case was discovered 
on the farm of John Beecher in the 
town of Norway, immediate steps for 
quarantine were taken and when a sec- 
ond case developed on the farm of Geo. 
Ballack in the town of Dover, just a 
short distance from the Beecher farm. 
Dr. Hartman, a government official, ar- 
rived on the grounds and has since de- 
voted all his time to prevent its spread 
in that vicinity. 

In spite of his best efforts in using 
every precaution the disease has spread 
at an alarming rate and the first of last 
week it was discovered on the English 
Bros., farm which lies between the 
Beecher and the Ballack farms. Since 
then it has been discovered on several 
farms in that immediate vicinity and 
at present there are eleven farms quar- 
antined them in an effort to check its 
progress.

iStupendous Casualties on Both Sides 
t —Germans Are Expected to Move 
on Warsaw at Once — No Official 
Statement Issued From Petrograd. 



London,. Dec. 7. — According to a 
■wireless dispatch from Berlin early 
this morning official announcement 
has been made by the main headquar- 
ters of the army that the Germans 
occupied Lodz In Poland on Sunday. 

This would indicate that tho Ger- 
mans have pained almost thirty miles 
on both flanks between tho Vistula 
and tho Warthe rivers. 

No word has been received from 
Petrograd concerning tho reported 
German Buccess. 

In the absence of any official con- 
tradiction of tho German claim, tho 
statement from Berlin Is being ac- 
cepted as a fact here. 

Tho Germans, if tho statement be 
finally verified, must be credited with 
winning tho greatest battle ever 
fought in the history of the world. 
But they have paid tho price, for it is 
estimated that the Germans lost In 
this battle close to two hundred thou- 
sand killed, wounded and missing. 

Capture Means Much. 
When the total killed, wounded and 
missing on both sides aro made out 
the loss will be 1.000 men for every 
day of the year. It would be like the 
wiping out of the city of Washington. 
Tho gigantic German sacrifices show 
that it Is their aim to hold tho north- 
west section of Poland at any cost. 
So strong is their present position it 
would mean an equal if not a greater 
sacrifice on Russia's part to push them 
back to the frontier. 

Not only was tho battle the greatest 
in history, but the prize is momentous. 
The capture of the city of Lodz means 
_tottevictor the control of tho most 
Important" railroad In Central Russian 
Poland— a railroad leading straight to 
Warsaw, the capital of Russian Po- 
land, whose conquest is- the object of 
the German strategy in the East. 

Military observers find the news of 
today from Berlin difficult to recon- 
cile with reports sent from the front 
In Poland as late as Friday of last 
week. A correspondent of the London 
Daily News, telegraphing from Ber- 
Hn. sends the following dispatch de- 
scriptive of the continued success of 
the Russian arms at that time: 

"The fighting near Lodz was marked 
by many stirring episodes. The No- 
voe Vremya correspondent, Alexander 
Ksiunln. says daring attacks by Si- 
berian cavalry will be commemorated 
in history. 

Germans Burned Alive. 
"The forest between Brzezlny and 
Knrpln Is a continuous German grave- 
yard. One Russian regiment, which 
had already won renown early In the 
war, charged a howitzer battery. The 
center broke before the hellish fire, 
but nothing could arrest the onrush 
of the flanks. They were cut down by 
the gunners or captured. 

"Tho howitzers cleared a way for 
the Infantry. How unexpected and 
terrible was this Joint attack appeared 
from the village of Kurpan, where the 
maddened German soldiers, seeking 
refuge, were burned alive when the 
Russian shells set the huts afire." 

Information of a reliable character 
regarding the developments In the 
battle around Lodz Is lacking owing 
: to delays in transmission of messages 
because of the storms, which have In- 
terrupted communication. But It is 
known that as late as last Thursday 
the Germans, having failed to pierce 
the Russian center, had commenced, 
with the aid of considerable re-enforce- 
ments, another attempt to envelop 
the Russians on, both flanks. 

In this effort the fighting developed 
•strongly at Hove, to tho north of Lodz, 
and at Petrokow, to the south of the 
city now reported fallen. 

Both of these positions are much 
in advance of those Just reported to 
have been held by the Germans, and 
their presence there indicated rapid 
advance, threatening Lodz even at 
that time. 

These two positions also are on the 
main roads to Warsaw. With tho two 
main high roads and the railway line 
held by the Germans, Warsaw would 
appear to* be In Imminent danger of 
Investment

Tho midnight communique from Bor- 
deaux states that this Is the only of- 
ficial news the war ofllco haB to re- 
late, but unofficial reports, coupled 
with tho afternoon official statement, 
convey details of furious engagements 
being fought by vast numbers In Flan- 
ders, where tho bnttlo of tho Yser has 
been rosumed with Increased vigor, 
and north of Arras, where tho Ger- 
mans are making desperato efforts 
once moro to mako good their vow to 
break through to Calais by Decem- 
ber 10. 

Tho Germans anticipated a concert- 
ed forward movement by tho allies In 
northern Franco by making spirited 
attacks themselves, which so far have 
mot with no success. The attack ex- 
tended more or less along tho whole 
lino, but was concentrated principally 
to tho north of Ypres and on toward 
DIxmudo. 

In tho dark houso before dawn ycB- 
terday a large forco of tho Germans 
crossed tho flooded waters of the Yser 
by means of big broad rafts. Tho ven- 
turo was a desperato one, but not a 
man who set out could have been 
Ignorant of tho fact that death almost 
certain was awaiting him. 

Tho rafts were punted through tho 
shallow waters In almost dead sllenco 
and In utter darkness. Each carried 
fifty to sixty men and somo of them 
were equipped with rapid flrers. 

In preparation for dawn, a further 
fleet of rafts drawn by motor boats 
was waiting on tho German Bldo of 
tho muddy waters, but the plot was 
discovered and when daylight arrived 
the artillery of tho allies mot tho 
advancing Germans with devastating 
effect. 

Yet, In spite of their losses, these 
Germans, brave even to madness, still 
essayed tho crossing. They were part- 
ly covered by a heavy cannonading 
from their field artillery and until 
midday the Germans persisted in the 
plan. 

French Take Vermelles. 

German official admissions of the 
French occupation of Vermelles, be- 
tween Lens nnd Bethune In northern 
France, announced early last week In 
tho French official statements, indi- 
cate to experts here abandonment of 
the German plan to make the drive 
to CnlalB through this corridor to tho 
north of Arras, because the Gorman 
war office since the beginning of tho 
war has studiously omitted mention 
of French gains at any point where 
the progress of the Germans was vital 
to their strategy. 

The belief Is now general among 
the competent military observers that 
the "march to Calais" will be at- 
tempted from a point to the south of 
Ypres If nt all. 

British Hold Town. 

The past three days have been 
marked by successes for the allies on 
this Bectlon of the front, with the 
exception of the battle around Wel- 
denreft, on the outskirts of Lange- 
marck, northwest of Ypres, where the 
Germans have effectively resisted the 
French attacks. 

One of the most notable gains was 
made by tho allies to the east of 
Possele, In the region about the fer- 
ryman's house, where the German 
field fort was reported destroyed to- 
day. This Is the first really firm 
footing the British have been able 
to gain on the right bank of the Yser. 
The failure of the German counter- 
attacks In an effort to retrain the lost 
stronghold, together with tho reduc- 
tion of the fortified position from 
which they had conducted their opera- 
tions, speaks volumes for the firmness 
with which the British have estab- 
lished themselves.

"The president told Representative 
Gardner that ho was opposed to the 
method of Inquiry proposed by Mr.

Representative Gardner, at the con- 
clusion of tho conference, declared 
that ho would fight for an Inquiry 
regardless of the president's opposi- 
tion.

It can bo defeated on 
square yea and nay vote, or It can be 
pigeonholed in the committee on nil--. 
Which course do you advise?" 

"Will you authorize army and navy 
officers to testify before tho rules 
commlttco on my invitation, either 
with or without explicit instructions?" 
Tho reply of tho preslde.it to these 
Interrogations were not undo public.

Fifteen Bills Appropriating Moro 
Than a Billion Dollars Must Bo 
Passed— Many Other Measures 
Pending. 

Washington. Dec. 8.— Calling Into 
action tho final session of tho Sixty- 
third congresa, tho gavels fell In tho 
senato and house at noon Monday, and 
the legislators took up tho task they 
abandoned late In October. Crowded 
calendars confronted both houses, al- 
though It 1b apparent that the short 
session, expiring March 4 by consti- 
tutional limitation, must bo devoted 
largely to the annual appropriation 
hills. 

Llttlo tlmo was lost In preliminaries 
In either house. Excopt for tho hand 
shaking nnd the Jibes of both Repub- 
licans and Democrats concerning tho 
results of the last oloctlon, the busl- 
noBB of legislating began without spe- 
cial ceremony or Incident. There was 
not the excitement attendant upon tho 
convening of a new congress, when 
members nre sworn In for their terms. 

Crowded galleries were present In 
sonnto and house, chief Interest at- 
taching, however, to tho lower body, 
where the membership Is larger and 
where there was promised a renewal 
of the cotton-relief illlbuster which 
tied up congress just before adjourn- 
ment In October. 

A survey of the calendars shows al- 
most a record-breaking legislative pro- 
gram, the features being as follows: 

FIftoon appropriation bills must bo 
passed. This means that congress 
must apportion more than one billion 
dollars between December 7 and 
March 4. There will be approximately 
sixty-five working days, making tho 
average appropriation per day about 
seventeen million dollars, estimating 
that the total appropriations will be at 
least $1,100,000,000. as compared with 
$1,116,000,000 for tho long session. 

If the fight for a public buildings 
bill succeeds there will bo 1C supply 
measures and ns extended fights aro 
Imminent over rivers nnd harbors, the 
naval Increase nnd tho army appro- 
priation bill, night sessions probably 
will be tho rule during the short ses- 
sion.

An Important Duty. 
But I think that you will agree 
with mo that this does not complete 
tho toll of our duty. How aro we to 
carry our goodB to tho empty markets 
of which I havo spoken If wo have 
not tho cortnin and constant means 
of transportation upon which all profit- 
able and useful commerce depends? 
And how aro we to get iho ships If 
wo wait for tho trado to develop with- 
out them? 

The routes of trade must bo actually 
opened— by many ships and regular 
sailings and moderate charges— before 
streams of merchandise will flow free- 
ly aud profitably through them. 
MuBt Open Gates of Trade. 
Honco the pending • shipping bill, 
discussed at the last session, but as 
yet passed by neither house. In my 
Judgment such legislation Is Impera- 
tively needed and cannot wisely be 
postponed. Tho government must 
open theso gates of trado. I very earn- 
estly hope that tho congress will adopt 
this exceedingly Important bill. 

Tho great subject of rural credits 
Btlll remains to bo dealt with, and 
It Is a matter of deep regret that the 
difficulties of tho subject have seemed 
to render it Impossible to complete 
a bill for passage at this session. But 
it cannot bo perfected yet. 

Economy Is Urged. 
Before 1 close, may I Bay a few 
words upon two topics, much dlB- 
cuBsed out of doors, upon which It Is 
highly Important that our Judgments 
should bo clear, doflulte and steadfast. 
One of these Is economy In govern- 
ment expenditures. 

Tho sort of economy we ought to 
practice may bo effected, and ought to 
bo effected, by a careful study and 
assessment of tho tasks to bo per- 
formed; and the money spent ought 
to bo made to yield the best possible 
roturns In efflclency and achievement. 
And. like good stewards, wo should 
bo account for every dollar of our ap- 
propriations as to make It perfectly 
evident what It was spent for and lb 
what way It was spent. 

It 1b not expenditure but extrava- 
gance that we should fear being criti- 
cized for; not paying for tho legiti- 
mate enterprises and undertakings of 
a great government whose peoplo 
command what It should do, but add- 
ing what will benefit only a few or 
pouring money out JOE JShcHlCed*' not 
'h\7o~b > c-eir"unde?takon nt all or might 
havo been postponed or better and 
more economically conceived and car- 
ried out. Tho nation is not ulggardly; 
It Is very generous. It will chide us 
only If wo forget for whom we pay 
money out and whoso money it is we 

Theso aro large and general stand- 
ards, but they aro not very difficult of 
application .to particular, cases. 
The National Defense. 
Tho other topic I shall tako leave to 
mention goes deeper Into tho princi- 
ples of our national life and policy. 
1 It is the subject of national defense. 
It cannot bo discussed without first 
answering some very searching ques- 
tions. 

It is said In some quarters that we 
aro not prepared for war. What la 
meant by being prepared? Is it meant 
that wo are not ready upon brief no- 
tice to put a nation in the field, a na- 
tion of men trained to arms? Of 
course wo aro not ready to do that; 
and wo shall never be in time of 
peace so long as we retain our pres- 
ent political principles, and institu- 
tions. And ..Hat Is it that it is sug- 
gested wo should be prepared to do? 
To defend ourselves agalnBt attack? 
Wo havo always found moans to do 
that, and shall find thorn whenever It 
Is necessary without calling our peo- 
ple away from their necessary tasks 
to render compulsory military service 
In times of peace. 

Fear No Nation.' 
We are at peace with »11 tho world. 
No -one who speaks counsel based 
on fact or drawn . from a Just and 
candid interpretation of realities 
can say that thero Is rcasou for fear 
that from any quarter our indepen- 
dence or the integrity of our territory 
Is threatened. Dread of the power 
of any other nation, wo are Incapable 
of. Wo aro not Jealous of rivalry in 
the fields of commerce or of any other 
peaceful achievement. We mean to 
live our lives as we will; but wo moan 
also to let live. Wo are. indeed, a 
true friend to all tho nations of tho 
world, because wo theraten none, 
covot tho possessions of none, desire 
the overthrow of none. Our friend- 
ship can bo accepted and Is accepted 
without reservation, because it Is of- 
fered in a spirit and for a purpose 



of concord. And we should bo very 
Jealous of this distinction which we 
bavo sought to earn. Just now we 
should bo particularly Jealous of it. 
because It Is our dearest present hopo 
that this character and reputation 
may presently, In God's providence, 
bring us an opportunity to counsel 
and obtain peaco in tho world ana 
reconciliation and a healing settle, 
ment of many a matter that has cooled 
and Interrupted tho friendship or 
nations. This Is tho time above all 
others that we should wish and ro- 
boIvo to koop our strength by self-pos- 
seBBlon, our lnfluenco by preserving 
our ancient principles of action. 
Ready for Defense. 
From tho first we havo had a clear 
and settled policy with regard to 
military establishments. Wo never 
havo had, and while wo retain our 
present principles and Ideals wo never 
shall have, a largo standing array. 
If asked, are you ready to defend 
yourselves? Wo reply, most a*^; 
ly. to tho utmost; and yet we shall 
not turn America Into a military 
camp. Wo must depend in every time 
of national peril, in tho future as , to 
tho past, not upon a standing army, 
nor yet upon a reserve army, but upon 
a citizenry trained and accustomed 
to arms. It will be right enough, right 
American policy, based upon our ac- 
customed principles and Practices, to 
provldo a system by * l ^ or CVG f £ 
citizen who will volunteer for 
tho training may be made familiar 
with tho uso of nrdern arms. the .nidi- 
menu of drill and maneuver, and the 
maintenance and sanitation of camps^ 
Wo should encourage such train ng 
and make it a means of «»«JP ,ta * 
which our young mon will learn to 
value. The National Guard of the 
states should bo developed and 
strengthened by every ™ ttn * " hl f* ** 
not InconslBtcnt with our obligations 
?o our own people or with the estab- 
lished policy of our Government. And 
this. also, no* because the time or oc- 
casion specially calls for ■«*»"* 
urcs, but because it should bo our 
constant policy to make these , provl- 
alons for our national peace and sale- 

t7 Moro than this carries with It a re- 
versal of the whole history and char- 
acter of our polity.- More than this, 
proposed at this time, permit mo to 
any. would mean merely that we had 
lost our self-possession, that we had 
been thrown off our balance by a war 
with which wo havo nothing to do.

It was four days before I landed a 
place.

As I recall tho watches I will esti- 
mate their value at about ?3 each, 
although there aro now dozens of bet- 
ter watches mado which retail for $1 
each. The whole plan was actually a 
fraud. There was no John Smith or 
whntever name thoy used, in nny of 
tho towns. Tho watches wero bright 
and kept fair time. 

It was all a trick to sell to tho ex- 
press agents in hundreds of small 
towns $3 watches at $7.50 each. It 
was a great trick, tho succcbs of 
which depended on the skillful knowl- 
edge of human, naturo possessed by 
my two clever boBseo. 

In a few days after wo began send- 
ing out tho letters tho returns camo 
In. Express orders, monoy orders, 
checks and currency. We realized 
about $7 from each watch nftor de- 
ducting tho express and C. O. D. 
charges. So we kept it up until wo 
had marketed thousands of watches 
in this way. 

"I believe those fellows will buy 
stuff straight," remarked ono of my 
bosses to the other, one day. "They 
havo fallen for tho watches and other 
things." For we had sent out other ar- 
ticles of Jewelry on the samo plan and 
had discovered an especial demand for 
revolvers, guns, etc. 

Wo moved Into more commodious 
quarters. Wo prepared a little an- 
nouncement on a single sheot of pa- 
per, tho slzo of a letter sheet, giving 
illustrations of the articles for which 
wo had discovered the demand and 
printing tho price, together with a 
stated value greatly in excess of the 
market price. It was a miniature cata- 
logue, a mall order catalogue, because 
wo sent It only to the addresses of 
those who lived in tho small towns 
and In tho country. 

But wo suffered for lack of names. 
Wo must have names, as tho express 
agents and railroad agents had been 
loaded up. They wero on to tho 
game now. So we selected ono or two 
weekly newspapers which had a cir- 
culation in tho small towns and among, 
the farmers and we Inserted an adver- 
tisement in which wo announced a 
fine revolver at a very low prlco. 
Yet this price gave us more than ono 
hundred per cent on the cost to us. 
We selected other newspapers and ad- 
vertised watches, guns, Jewelry, etc. 

As tho names camo ln wo filled the 
orders and sent to each customer our 
little catalogue leaflet. The orders 
camo in by tho hundreds, by tho thou- 
sands. 

My salary was increased. It roso to 
$10, to $12, to $15. to $25 a week. I 
wore no more second-hand clothing. 
I went to a night school, where I 
studied hard. I learned shorthand 
and typewriting. My value to tho 
business was increasing all tho time. 
My bosses mado thousands of dollars. 
Our catalogue leaflet increased page 
by page as we added various articles. 
But we did not carry theso articles 
In stock. Oh, no?* We had arrange- 
ments with various wholesale houses 
to fill our orders when they camo in. 
Wo never bought a dollar's worth of 
goods until wo had the money in 
hand. Wo wero doing business on 
other people's money. Can you imag- 
ine anything so easy and so profitable? 
A customer would send us $10 with 
which to fill on order. We would go 
to tho wholesale house and pay $4 or 
$5 for the article, send It to the cus- 
tomer and keep the difference, which 
was our profit. Of course, thero were 
office expenses to pay. There wero 
printing bills and postage bills, but 
they wero merely incidental to tho 
great profits which we wero placing 
in the bank. 

Wo planned all sorts of things. Wo 
discovered that tho woman in tho 
household was the easy one to deal 
with, so we played up to tho female 
contingent. We appealed to her vanity, 
to her lovo of home decoration, to 
her lovo of her children, etc. Wo 
wrote out carefully our catalogue con- 
tents and then we worked It over a 
dozen times to get tho best talking 
points for tho women. We laughed 
over It. We shouted aloud when some 
particularly apt phrase or sentence 
would bo evolved which sounded as 
though it would hit the spot. 

Oh, yes, wo studied human nature. 
Wo laughed at the poor country mer- 
chants who found their trade slipping 
away from their stores and diverted 
to us by tho clever printed mattor 
which wo sent out. Thero would bo 
a big laugh whenever wo would get 
an order from a country merchant 
himself, but theso wero few and far be- 
tween, because wo realized that tho 
poor country merchant had but little 
cash to spond. Wo wero getting all 
of his profits, ond wo knew it, long be- 
fore ho began to realize it. 

As students of human naturo wo 
became adepts. An offlco was opened 
in a big eastern city. Then wo dis- 
covered that N people took a pride in 
receiving letters and packages from a 
big city. We found out that people 
right In our own city would answer 
our advertisements and write to tho 
branch office instead of writing to 
our own home office right In tho samo 
city, both addresses being given in 
the advertisements.
